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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . Claim 23 provides for the use of liquid crystal material, but, since the claim does not set 
forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what method/process applicant is 
intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it merely recites a use without any active, 
positive steps delimiting how this use is actually practiced. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a use, without 
setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., 
results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex 
parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. 
Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

2. Claims 3, 7, 11, 15 and 22 contain the trademark/trade name MLC-2038, MLC-6608, 
MLC-6609 and MLC-6610 (claims 3 and 1 1), FMor2, J6, J6a, JlOB, J21, 5DCNQ1 and 
13FPHPIP (claims 7, 15 and 22). Where a trademark or trade name is used in a claim as a 
limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the claim does not comply with 
the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 
(Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used 
properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark or trade name is used to 
identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does 
not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In the present 
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case, the trademark/trade names are used to identify/describe the negative-type mesogen and 
dipolar dopant and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 7, lines 25-26, the sentence cannot understand. 

The dopant named "13FPHPIP" in the claims and specification is different fi"om 
named "13FHPIP" below chemical formula on page 10 and page 17. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The heading "Brief Description of Drawings" should be inserted on page 15, line 5. 

5. It is noted that the specification described on page 5, lines 23-25 involves the claim 
number, which can be changed during the prosecution of the application. Therefore, Applicants 
should beware of these changes if any. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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7. Claims 1-6, 8-10 and 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bucher et al. (US 3,963,638). 

The reference discloses a liquid crystal composition comprising at least one 
nematic liquid crystalline compound having a negative dielectric anisotropy and an 
organic salt (dopant), which salt is soluble in composition. The salt has formula M^^RX*. 
The M"^ is a cation with the structure (R'"A,')4>r and RX" represents an anion. The 
cations and anions are disclosed from col. 3 to col, 4. The negative nematic liquid 
crystalline materials are shown on col. 5, lines 20-44. The concentration range of doping 
is lO '^-lO'^ mole of dopant per average mole of liquid crystalline materials. Also, see 
Fig.l for an optical display device. The reference anticipates the claimed invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 16 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 17-21 are allowed.
